(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2,4,7,8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gellert (US Patent 6,176,700). 

Gellert discloses a mold core 64,136 in the form of a hollow casing which is 
closed at one end by the part 64, the mold core having an inner and outer surface and a 
central axis. A hollow cooling tube 70 is arranged in the mold core at a spacing from the 
inner surface and in communication with coolant feed conduits, the cooling tube 70 
extends coaxially with respect to the mold core over almost the entire length thereof and 
is provided at a downstream end with an outlet opening. The inner surface of the mold 
core is provided with cooling grooves 164 extending substantially transversely with 
respect to the central axis. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Gellert (US Patent 6.176,700). 
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While the cooling grooves 164 are not helical in shape, such a change in shape 
would have been obvious in view of In re Dailey et al, 149 USPQ absent a showing of 
criticality. 

Claims 5,9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gellert (US Patent 6,176,700) as applied to claims 1-4, 6-8 above, and further in view of 
Huston et al. (US Patent 6,276,922). 

While Gellert des not disclose an outlet opening in the cooling tube, such an 
opening is disclosed to be conventional as shovyn by Huston et al. in Figs. 5-8.
